ual spread of some noxious weeds. 
This can probably be traced to the 
fact that not everyone is acquainted 
with the newer weeds that are ap- 
pearing in some sections, and for 
those Who are not acquainted with 
them, here they are; Hoary Cress, 
Leafy Spurge, Toad Flax, Russian 
Knapweed. All of these weeds are 
present in the M.D. of Mountain 
View, and every effort should be 
}made to hold them in check and 
|eradicate them if possible. 

| Where the farmer finds even a 
patch of these weeds, it is recom- 
mended that he isolate and har- 
vest them by themselves, being 


machinery over these spots, then 
continue on, thereby spreading the 
weed seeds over the parts of the 
field where these weeds are not al- 
ready present. Extreme care in 
this respect, and proper disposition 
of weed screenings will pay big 
dividends. 

We will be very glad at any time 
to discuss any farm or weed pro- 
hlem with the farmers of this dist- 
rict. Our headquarters are in the 
Municipal Office at Didsbury.

The dream of the alchemists 
may have been made to come true.

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| EGG PRODUCTION 


Hens in Canada last year laid 
an average of 150.19 eggs each. 
The average number of layers was 
28,735,000 and they laid a total of 
388,579,000 dozen eggs. Of this to- 
tal 80.6 per cent Were sold for con- 
sumption, 16.6 per cent consumed 
by the producers, and 2.8 per cent 
was used for hatching. The total 
value of eggs produced was $170,- 
841,000, according to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Alberta was 
the third largest producer of eggs 
after Ontario and Quebec, with a 
production of 39,324,000 dozen.

GREECE BUYS LARGE QUANTITY 
OF CANADIAN FISH 


Canada supplied Greece with ap- 
proximately 20,809,358 pounds of 
fish during the past year, or 28 
per cent of the fish imported by 
that country. Codfish sent by the 
province of Newfoundland made 
up approximately 7,653,754 pounds 
of the quantity. Greece purchases 
from Canada consisted mostly of 
herrings and tinned fish, such as 
salmon, mackerel and _ pilchards. 
The present policy of the Greek 
government is to permit the pur- 
chase of cheaper items, such as 
pilchards, squids and sardines, in 
preference to the more expensive 
types of fish. Imports during the 
past year showed a= marked in- 
crease over prewar figures, which 
averages some 25,000 tons.
